A SAD FATALITY, 



Fourteen Persons Killed and Many 
Injured on a Brooklyn Excur- 
sion Barge, 



Struck by a Squall, tho Upper Deck 
of the Vessel Falls Upon the 
Crowd Beneath. 



New York, Aug. 12.— Fourteen persons 
were killed outright and thirty more were 
injured at Cold Spring Harbor, at four 
o'clock this afternoon. They wero just 
leaving the dock on an excursion barge to 
return to Brooklyn, when tho vessel was 
struck by a heavy squall and dashed against 
tho dock. It was in the midst of a terrible 
thunderstorm. Tho waves ran high, and 
some people think the mast of the barge on 
which the people were killed, was strip k by 
lightning. This is not known, howeve . All 
was excitement and confusion. Women 
and children were running about and 
screaming with fright. The sky wos dark 
and threatening, and a heavy sea was 
running when the upper deck of the barge 
fell with a crash upon the crowd beneath. 
Fourteen persons lay dead upon the deck 
when the wreckage was cleared away, and 
upward of thirty more were severely in- 
jured. Others are supposed to have fallen 
in tho water. Up to 9 o'clock no 
bodies have been washed ashore. 
The names of the killed and injured 
have not been learned. The excursion was 
sent out by the large dry goods house of 
(leiser, of Brooklyn, for the benefit of its 
employes ; but many other persons took ad- 
vantage of the exclusion to go along. In 
all, there were uhout 250 persons on board, 
nearly all of whom are residents of Brook- 
lyn and Williamsburgh. The excursionists 
bad two barges, which belonged to the Mills 
Excursion Co., and weie towed by a large 
tug. The excursion party left Brooklyn 
early this morning, and arrived at Cold 
Springs Harbor about noon. The boats had 
barely put off from the dock, on the return 
trip, when the accident happened. Among 
those killed was the pilot of the barge.

THE CHILIAN WAR. 



Insurgents Collecting: Export Duties 
on Nitrate at Sereral of 
the Ports- 



Pisag-ua Bombarded by Torpedo Ves- 
sels, but With no Serious Results 
—The Insurgent Forces. 



IquiQITE, Aug. 12.— On August 3rd, the 
Congressional steam transport Lapo, 
anchored here after an absence of 45 
days. She brought a large supply of muni- 
tions of war. It is believed thoy were trans- 
ferred from a European steamship, near the 
Falkland Islands, and groat care was taken 
to prevent a repe tition of tho Itata affair. 
The transport rigged up an extra stnoke 
stack to prevent detection by Balmaceda's 
ships. The arms were at once served out 
to the troops, and they started immediately 
to attack the Government forces in and 
around Coquimbo. A battle was fought on 
the 9th inst. , the Congressionalists gaining 
a slight victory over the Government troops, 
who arc said to have gone further South. 

Washington, Aug. 12.— The following 
report has been received at the Navy De- 
partment from Admiral Brown, commander- 
in-chief of the Pacific Station: " U.S. Flag- 
ship San Francisco, at Coquimbo, July 
23rd: — I have the honor to report the ar- 
rival of the ship at this port on the 28th ult. 
On Juno 18th, Rear Admiral McCann left 
Iquiqui for Callao, Peru, on the Baltimore. 
Since that date I have visited Arica, 
Pisagua, Antofagosta and Caldera, and in 
each of these places found Congressionalists, 
or insurgents, in quiet possession of the 
civil and military departments. At Pisagua, 
Colletabuero, Iquiqui and Antofagosta 
vessels are loading nitrates as rapidly as if 
no fear existed, and the insurgents are 
collecting the export dulies on the same. 
At Pisagua there were two American barks 
and one schooner, and at Antafogasta one 
American bark. About two weeks before 
my visit to Pisagua, the Government torpe- 
do vessels, Condell and Lynch, and the 
transport Imperial had, without any pre- 
vious notice, bombarded Ihe city. They 
tired 95 shells into the city, but did no seri- 
ous damage to property, and no one on 
shore was even wounded. The same vessels 
appeared off Iquiqui, and began firing at 
the city, but at such long range that no 
projectiles could reach tho shore, or could 
be seen to strike the water, although a 
great many shots were fired. The insurgent 
ships got under way and went 
out at full speed, but the government ships, 
by their superior speed, did not allow tho 
insurgents to get within range of them. 
The land forces of the insurgents are mainly 
concentrated at Iquiqui, where there are 
about 0,000 men well armed. Their aggregate 
force, at all parts held by them, number 
8,000. The insurgent naval vessels, Esmer- 
alda, Cochrane, Huascnr, Magdalen, O'Hig- 
gins and AbtoaJ and several armed trans- 
ports, ai'6 generally at Iquique. The Coch- 
rane and Magdalen were at Coldera on the 
27th ult., and I have information that they 
were subsequently joined by the Huascar, 
and that the three vessels are now at 
Huasco.

TJie Tarte McGreevy Inquiry— Cross- 
Examination of Sir Hector— No 
Information Given McGreevy. 



Mercier and the Baie tie Chaleurs K- 
R, Business -Where the 
Money Went-

Ottawa, Aug. 12.— Everybody is im- 
pressed with the manner in which Sir Hec- 
tor Langevin stood the fire of Messrs. Geof- 
frion, Tarte and Davies, to day. Several 
times the cross-examiners were pulled up 
sharp for putting questions unfairly. 
Sir Hector Langevin wished to add 
something to bia statement of yesterday 
about the testimony he had given. He 
said he kntw none of the names of the sub- 
scribers until this inquiry. He wished to 
stile now that in 1887. John Rochester told 
him that tie subscribed $500, and had paid 
into the hands of the treasurer. The 
baUoco of $300 was paid to Sir 
Sector in two instalments. Mr. 
GooflHan then commenced the cross 
examination 'of Sir Hector, who said that 
Tims, McG-roeyy had lived in his house, as 
a £uest, while in Ottawa, since 1878, when 
the witness became a Minister of the Crown 
for the uoomid time. During all this period 
since I8JS he never received anything from 
McGreevv .except delicacies or small contribu 
tie-xs for iis household. The notes now under 
dincount between them had their origin in 
18715 or LS7.7, when, not having money to 
meet his expenses, be applied to Mr. Thos. 
Mci.reevy, asking his help. Mr. McGreevy 
replied tint he bad no ready money then, 
but if Sir Hector would give him his 
note he would have it discounted 
and paid. The notes were given, and ever 
since then Thomas McGreevy bad attended 
to their renewal and paid the interest. The 
witness understood Air. McUreevy had ac 
tually assumed them, and that the witness' 
name was only given as an accommodation. 
Thomas McGreevy had been his friend for 
twenty-five years. As to the purchase of 
Le Monde, Sir Hector knew it was going 
on but took no direct pai t in tho business. 
Thomas McGreevy managed tho affair and 
paid in most of the money. The witness 
never knew where -it came from, but if 
ho had been asked, would have said 
he supposed it was Mr. Mc(!reevy'a own 
money. The money witness himself had 
paid was not with the idea of any financial 
return. He wished to have some political 
control of tho paper and so sub- 
scribed. The Esquimalt dock was next Laken 
up. He said that this subject had 
not come under his consideration 
at all. Mr. Perley deducted §111,000 on his 
own responsibility without calling tho at- 
tion of witness to it. He denied most em- 
phatically that ho had ever received any 
money from Thos. McGreevy, Being asked 
whether he had seen the letters written by 
Mr. Parley to tho contractors relative to 
the cross wall and other contracts, he ex- 



plained that Mr. Perley superintended hi» 
own branch and wrote letters to all the 
respective departments. Tho witness de- 
nied most positively that he had ever given 
any information to Thos. McGreevy rela- 
tive to the contract. He stated ulao tljafc 
he never knew that Mr. Perley had received 
any present from Mr. Murphy until the day 
Murphy so informed the committee. He 
thereupon insisted that Perley present him- 
self before the commission to make a state- 
ment. The witness emphatically stated 
that he would certainly resign hud direct 
charges been made against him, but out of 
tho (>3 charges preferred only one referred 
to him, and that was vague und indefinite. 
At six o'clock the committee adjourned. 

Sir Hector requested that the examination 
be hastened as much as possible, as ho was> 
not feeling well. Ho answered all tho 
questions with tho greatest coolness, and 
tool piins to make every statement pre- 
cise, so that no two interpretations could lie 
put on it. 

The Senate Railroad Committee is stirring 
up a fine mess over the Baie de Chaleurs 
Railway. This morning, Mr. Armstrong, 
the contractor for tho road, gave evidence. 
He testified that, of the Provincial subsidy, 
$280,000 destined to pay the preferential 
claims of creditors, §75,000 was diverted by 
the original promoters and $100,000 
for political objects, of which §57,000 wero 
to pay Mercior's debts. Mr. Armstrong 
did some dickering with Pucuud of L'EleO- 
teur, who showed him a long list of Mcr- 
cier's debts and told Armstrong to keep 
quiet about it, otherwise he would create 
great trouble. 

Hon. Frank Smith was appointed acting 
minister of Public Works, to-day. 

Col, Prior had a lengthy conference with* 
Hon. Mr. Calling, to-day, and urged thai a> 
complete equipment bo provided for the 
quarantine station at Albert Head, tho con- 
struction of a deep water wharf, that all in- 
coming vessels be examined there. If 
proper equipment wore provided it would 
entail an expenditure of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Hon. Mr. Calling was favor- 
ably impressed^ 

Mr. Cameron (Huron) moved an amend- 
ment in supply condemnatory of the Tay 
Canal work as costly and useless. It was 
defeated by 18 majority. 

Mr. Weldon, in an ubleBpeech, advocated 
that tho Inter-Colonial Railway be governed 
by a commission. 

Thos. McGreevy's refusal to answer tho 
questions of the Tarte committee will he- 
considered. 



DRAWliNG RAIN FROM THE SKIES- 

The United States Expedition Proves the Cor- 
rection of a Theory. 

Midland, Tex., Aug. 11.— The United- 
States department oi agriculture rainfall- 
expedition has so far made two successful- 
experiments. One of the party, in an in- 
terview, said to-day : 

" Saturday und Monday the preliminary 
trial of a part of the rain-making apparatus 
was had, and about ten hours after the ex- 
plosion, heavy clouds gathered und rain fell 
over many mile3 of surface. We do not 
think tho explosions actually produced 
storms, but they were undoubtedly instru- 
mental in precipitating the moisture which 
the clouds brought to the locality, and 
greatly increased the intensity of the storm. 
The amount of precipitation was tho great- 
est in the vicinity of the operation. We? 
will continue to make tests to ascertain the- 
density of atmosphere, so that bombs may 
be adapted to meet every possible condition. 
When sufficiently satisfied upon these and 
similar points, decisive experiments will ho 
made. The rain, to-day, was the first good' 
rain in t his vicinity for several mom lis." 



Afraid (o Hland Her Trial. 

Vienna, Aug. 12. — A woman named'- 
Schneider, who, with her husband, was ar- 
rested on a charge of murdering and robbing; 
a servant girl, whose body was found in at 
forest near Vienna, threw herself from a 
window in her cell, yesterday, and wan 
seriously injured, so bad that she will 
doubtless die. 

Fell Over a Trerlplce. 

Viknna, Aug. 12. — Two young students 
of this city, who attempted to ascend tho 
Dachstein, near Ische, lost their way in a 
dense fog. One fell over a precipice und 
was killed, anil the other was found, alums*, 
starved, after forty-eight hours search, by a. . 
rescuing party.

Efforts were i 
made to avoid the failure and tha corres- 
pondents abroad were applied ts> for as- 
sistance, but the Paris Rothschilds, who - 
were creditors to the extent of two hundred 
thousand pounds, advised the firm to g<>.- 
into lixuidation.

Tuesday Wus the Warmest August 
Dny iu New York for 
Twenty Years. 



The Hospital Crowded with Cases of 
Sunstroke— At. Least a 
Dozen Deaths- 



Nkw Yokk, Aug. 11. — Ninety-four de- 
grees in the shade wus registered by the 
thermometers at noon toduy. This is the 
hottest day of the season, and the hottest 
August day in twenty years. Sunstroke 
has earried off, direetly or indirectly, a 
<lozen persons in the last twenty-four 
hours, and the hospitals are filled with 
others. The suffering caused by the heat 
is intensified by a plague of mosquitoes. 
At '2 p.m. a thunder storm relieved the op- 
pressiveness somewhat. At 3:30 the ther- 
mometer had fallen to 84. The rain coolul 
the sidewalks and houses and freshened up 
things. It wus a welcome relief. All day 
on the business streets, especially those 
where the horse oars run, it was pitiable to 
bee the sufferings of the horses. The ani- 
mals gave out on all sides. Altogether the 
day was one of misery for man and beast. 
At (,'onoy Island, this afternoon, th 
mercury registered 83. The reports 
sent out by the weather bureau do not give 
un adequate idea of the intensity of tin 
heat 'When the thermometer, in the oh 
■Kervalory on top of the Equitable building, 
registers 02, it is much warmer than that 
on the surface in the crowded streets, I 
tween the high buildings, where the beat is 
radiated from the pavements and walls, 
Thermometers put up on Broadway regis 
tered different degrees of heat, this mom 
ing, but all were higher than the signa 
service thermometers registered. At 10 
o'clock, the latter was 88 deg., while pri 
vate thermometers registered 89 and over. 
Large numbers of people found relief on the 
piers mid in the parks, to-day. Since the 
rain, this afternoon, the Buffering lias de 
creased greatly, ami it is hoped to-morrow 
will bring complete relief. During the 24 
hours, ending at midnight, there have been 
forty casts of prostration, eleven of which 
were futal. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 11.— The dny has been 
cooler. No serious prostrations were r 
ported. The maximum, !)0, was reached at 
t p.m. 

JflTTSBVRG, Aug. 11. — Last night wag on 
of the hottest of the year. At no time did 
the mercury go below 7">. At 11 o'clock 
the mercury was 87. In the down- town 
•district at noon the heat was so intense as 
to drive people indoors. To-day was us hot 
0.8 yesterday, but fewer prostrations were 
reported. In the mills many laborers had 
to quit work. A storm about 2:30 this 
u.fternoon cooled the atmosphere to some 
extent. 

Jkwktt City, Conn., Aug. 11. — To-day 
was the hottest in years. In addition to 
the mills being compelled to stop on account 
of the drouth, farm hands and other out- 
door laborers have been obliged to stop 
work on account of the intense heat. 

Waitkf.gan, Conn., Aug. 11.— To-day has 
keen the hottest for 20 years.

Plaintikj.d, Conn., Aug. 11.— At noon 
to-day the mercury registered 101 in the 
shade.

Philadelphia, Aug. II.— Philadelphia 
led all the cities of the United States yes 
terday, the mercury standing 97.

CHICAGO, Aug. 12.— One of the morning 
papers says that salaries must be cut down, 
and a number of employees dropped, if the 
National World's Fair Commission is to 
avoid a big deficiency at the close of the 
tised year, ending June 30, 1892. The esti- 
mates already prepared show an apparent 
delieit of $23,740. The total amount avail- 
able for the use of the commission and its 
officers is $50,700. At present tho commis- 
sion is spending ut the rate of $82,740 per 
annum. The only solution of the trouble- 
some question seems to be to reduce the 
working force, and cut down the salaries of 
the remaining employees.

The Council Petitioned to Exempt 
from Taxation Improvements 
on Land. 

Railroad Connections With the Main- 
land to be Considered, Friday 
Evening- 

The City Council met last evening in 
regular session. His worship Mayor Grant 
occupied the chair, and there wero present 
Aldermen Holland, Hunter, Richards, 
Robertson, Munn, McKillicun. anil Cougli- 
lun. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From Joseph Finks regarding sidewalk on 
Johnson street. — Referred to Street com- 
mittee. 

Re sewerage anil application for a box 
drain from Thomas J. Partridge. — Referred 
to Street committee. 

Application from John Turner for street 
lines, etc, at 400 Broad street.— Referred to 
Street committee und City Surveyor, and 
request granted as per conditions. 

From Lawrence ISoodacre, regarding side- 
walk on Pandora street. — Referred to Street 
committee with power to Act. 

From F. I'll worthy, secretary of the 
Board of Trade, re the meinoi ial to Sir 
John Macrtnnald, und urging action towards 
the erection of a suitable monument at 
Kingston, Ontario. — Referred to the 
Finance committee and Mayor. 

From Victoria Lacrosse club, extending 
invitation to Mayor and Council to attend 
match game at Caledonian Park on Satur- 
day. Received and accepted. 

From VV. P. Lindloy, secretary of the 
Victoria Secular Union, against the use of 
James Ray Ward school for religious pur- 
poses. The protest contended that the act 
provided that schools should lie conducted 
on non-secular lines and therefore the 
members of the Union, as tax-payers, ob- 
jected to the use of any school houses in 
the city for religious purposes. 

Aid. Rich irds explained that permission 
had been granted temporarily to the Method- 
ists to occupy the school building, until 
that body could erect their own building. 
The communication was received and filed. 

From the Ancient Order of Foresters, 
re aid from the City Council towards the 
formation of a library for that order. Re- 
ferred 10 Library Committee and further 
time allowed. 

Re Capt. Holmes' property, on Dallas 
road, near the park, Eherts i: Tuylor, city 
barristers, reported back his application to 
the council, that the council had no power 
to act, the Legislature having conveyed to 
the city the property in question. The re- 
port was received and tiled, and Cupt. 
Holmes ordered to be notified. 

PETITIONS. 

From R. H. Jameson and iVJ" other citi- 
zens, including some of the most prominent 
ratepayers in the city, the following peti- 
tion was received : 

Victoria, B.C., July, 1891. 
To Hi* Womhip the Mayor and the Alder- 
men of the. City of Victoria. 
Gentlemen: — The assessment roll of 

the city of Victoria, for the year. 1800, 
amounted to the sum of $9,.'ir>S,000, in- 
cluding both real estate and improvements. 

Whereas, owing to the advance and pro- 
gress of the city, and the increase of the 
community, the value of the real estate 
alone now exceeds the sum of $13,000,000, 
and if assessed at that amount for this year, 
and at the same rute as last year, will pro- 
duce an income of $37,000 in excess of last 
year, without taxing improvements at all ; 

And whereas, exempting improvement 88 
from taxation will greatly relieve the 
smaller taxpayers ; will promote industry 
and encourage building and improvement, 
and generally enhance the prosperity of the 
city; and we, the undersigned citizens and 
ratepayers, request your honorable body to 
exempt improvements from taxation alto- 
gether. 

The communication was laid on the 
table to be considered by the council when 
the Court of Revision meets, August 18th. 

Application from H. Saunders and other 
residents on Pandora street, for extension of 
sidewalks on the recently opened portion of 
thoroughfare. Referred to Street com- 
mittee for report. 

BY-LAWS, 

To amend the Police Court Magistrate 
and Leg il Adviser By-Law of 18SH, was 
read on motion of Aid. Holland, w ho acted 
for Aid. Rtnouf, (the author of the by-law), 
who was absent. It provides for the pay- 
ment of a salary of $2,400 per annum for 
the police magistrate. The by-luw was 
read the second time. 

REPORTS. 

From Supt. Sheppard, on police matters 
for the month of July. All uniforms and 
police properly are in good condition, and 
the force is doing good work. Received und 
adopted. 

The Sanitary committee, through Aid. 
Holland and Sanitary Ollieer Bailey, re- 
ported tint Johnson street had been thor- 
oughly drained and cleared of rubbish, and 
been placed in good condition. At Durcey 
Island, the Chinese were progressing finely 
and their condition, apparently, had been 
greatly improved. The lepers were happy 
and contented, and had cleared a great 
space on the island for their vegetable 
patch, which would produce now all of the 
potatoes and other vegetables required by 
the colony. 

The Board of Fire Wardens reported re- 
garding matters connected with the depart- 
ment, und recommending certain purchases. 

Chief Daisy submitted his report for the 
month of July, reporting only nine fires, 
with a total loss of $15, Regarding the 
resignation of Driver Win. Deasy, the 
Chief t tuted that the driver had, Without 
cause, been changed from driver of the two- 
horse hose wagon lo that of the one-horse 
reel — a reduction ot $10 per month, and in 
rank. He had therefore recommended him 
to resign. The Chief stated in bis report 
that such action on the part of the Fire 
Wardens was not conducive to good dis- 
cipline. 

Both reports wero received and adopted. 

The Sewerage committee reported on the 
charges of Inspector Newhouse regarding 
broken pipe, interior lumber and other in- 
ferior work in the sewerage system. The 
committee declared that the charges hud no 
foundation. The report was received and 
adopted. 

Alderman Munn of the Park committee 
asked the committee to extend the water 
pipes through Beacon Hill Park. Water 
now had to be carried a long distance for 
the use of animals. The request was 
granted by the Council. 

On motion of Alderman Holland, Friday 
evening was set aside for a special meeting 
of the Council to consider and discuss the 
question of railway connections from the 
mainland into the city. Aid. Holland 
urged that some definite action should be 
taken by the City, as it had already been 
long enough di lsycd.

SAN BERNARDINO DRENCHED. 

City Street) Flooded Hy a Cloudbnrst-Sev- 
eml Lives Lost. 

San Bernardino, Cat., Aug. 11.— At 1= 
p.m. this evening a heavy thunder storm 
struck this city. For about thirty minutes 
tho rain fell in torrents. Considerable dam- 
age was done to fruit and other crops. At 
Highlands, near this city, tho barn of M. 
Dossen was struck by lightning, and two 
horses were killed. The fire communicated 
to the barn, which with its contents wus 
totnlty destroyed. 

At about 5:10 this evening a man camo 
riding through the main street of tho city, 
shouting, "Look out for the flood; it is com- 
ing.'' In a few momenta a vast volume of 
water could be seen rushing down the street. 
A panic ensued, the people thinking Bear 
Valley dam hud broken. 

It was soon learned that the water was 
due to u cloudburst. The entire business 
portion of the city was Hooded from one to- 
four feet deep. Tents, buildings, household 
goods, etc., were swept through streets aiut 
alleys with great force and many lives were 
endangered. One man is Known to be dead, 
and live children and a Mexican woman are 
reported drowned; also a number of horses-. 

The water rushed through many stores, 
three feet deep in some cases, a considerable 
amount coming very suddenly, and peoplo 
along the Znnj.i had to flee to escapo death. 
Many heroic nets were performed in- 
rescuing people by men on horses and in 
wagons. 

The motor road is blocked and washed 
out in places, and u five-room house was 
washed across the track. 

Santa Ke is thought to be all right. It is 
thought much damage has been done to 
orchards above the track of the flood.

THE COMING MAN. 

Some iluys ago we were taken to tusk by 
the Vancouver World for having had the 
audacity to say a good word for Mr. Bal- 
four, and for what he has done for Ireland. 
We were bitterly reproached and accused 
of being actuated by the meanest motives 
because we did not attribute the changes he 
had effected and the good he had done to 
■his political opponents. VTe have been 
•always under the impression that a statos- 
«nan was entitled to credit for the beneficial 
results of his policy ; and the more bitterly 
he was opposed, and the more formidable 
the obstacles that were placed in his way, 
the greater praise ho deserved when his 
.measures proved to be successful. Every- 
one knows how violent and how unscrupu- 
lous was tho opposition which Mr. lialfour 
■hud to meet. It is reldom that a statesman 
has had from the outset of his career to face 
so many and such unrelenting enemies. 
The opposition to his policy was not 
in Parliament alone. In every part 
■of the country, whoso affairs he adminis- 
tered, men were encouraged and, indeed, 
forced to make his efforts to preserve the 
peace and to enforce the laws ineffectual. 
Such fierce and incessant hostility would 
diave discouraged many men. But Mr. Bal- 
four is evidently one of those men who do 
not know what failure moans. In spite of 
violence and abuse and misrepresentation 
and conspiracy, and amidst fierce agitation, 
directed against his policy and against him- 
self, personally, Mr. lialfour steadily and 
fearlessly carried out hia measures. He never 
wavered for a moment. He was always cool 
aud calm, and, apparently, contemptuous ; 
but he whs always resolute. He never 
yielded an inch toeitherclamororturbuleuce. 
After a long and a trying struggle he has 
his reward. He is at last understood and 
he is successful. This ia what the London 
Times says about his administration of 
Irish aflairo and its results : 

"Few Ministers have at any time won 
more numerous or brilliant victories than 
Mr. Balfour has achieved within quite re- 
cent years. It is but four years and u half 
fiiiice, as a comparatively young and untried 
man, he bad the courage to accept the office of 
Irish Secretary. That dangerous honor has 
too often proved the grave of reputations, 
and of late, at all events, politicians, how- 
ever eminent and experienced, who have 
• contrived to discharge its arduous duties 
without mauifest loss of credit, 
■have been universally considered more 
than commonly fortunate. Mr. lial- 
four did not shrink from entering 
upon the post ot a time of peculiar peril, 
and in the course of four critical and event- 
ful years he hos known bow to secure 
to himself the enthusiastic admiration of 
his own party, the hearty approval of the 
nation, and the sincere respect of his ad- 
■versaries. Striking, however, as have been 
fhis many triumphs as a statesman, as un 
administrator, and aa an orator, it may well 
be doubted if any of them can have filled 
.his lireaat with feelings of such deep and 
enduring satisfaction as that which he has 
.achieved in the successful battle with Irish 
.poverty which he described to Parliament 
yesterday. The struggle was a fierce one, 
and the victory was hardly gained, but it 
has been gained, and that decisively, as the 
i unanimous voice of Mr. Balfour's most bit- 
ter political opponents has now unhesitat- 
ingly declared. No less general is 
■tho agreement as to the cause of 
•iuH success. Tho Chief Secretary for 
/Ireland has baffled the spectre of Irish dis- 
tress by tho provident foresight and states- 
manlike sagacity of hia counsels and the un- 
wearied energy of his action." 

If anyone, two years ago, were to say 
that th« Secretary for Ireland, " Bloody 
Balfour " was a kind-hearted man, who 
would be rea.ly, promptly, wisely and con- 
siderately, to relieve distress in Ireland, be 
would be laughed to scorn. He would most 
llikely bo told that Mr. Balfour was a 
heartless cynic, who would bu much 
rtnore likely to take a fiendish pleasure in 
seeing irishmen stnrvo than to lift a hand 
or spend a shilling to allay their suffering 
or to provide them with permanent em- 
ployment. But when Irishmen were really 
.in dUtMSS ; when they had nothing to eat, 
and did not know whore to look for either 
work or food, this "pigmy Cuosar," this 



" lily-handed "and " Caliglio-hearted " Bal- 
four devised measures for their relief, and 
went to Ireland to see that they wero car- 
ried into effect. Tho judicious and kindly 
way iu which he did this good work first 
won tho hearts of tho priests living in the 
distressed districts, and, afterwards, ho 
made the people ho benefitted his friends. 
He overcame dislike, and even hostility in 
the noblest as well as the most effective 
way possible. Even the professional agi- 
tators in Parliament, a very great part of 
whose political capital ia loudly and 
vehemently expressed hatred of Balfour, 
are compelled to speak well of his exertions 
in relieving Irish distress. The Vancouver 
World si.ys that Mr. Gladstone ia entitled 
to credit for the success that has attended 
Mr. Balfour's policy. We are very sure 
that Mr. Gladstone makes no such claim, 
and we would bo greatly disappointed in 
him if he docs not embrace the first oppor- 
tunity that offers itself eloquently to com- 
mend the Secretary for Ireland for what he 
has done to relieve Irish distress. 



A RAIN PRODUCER. 

* The weather is a subject in which man- 
kind from time immemorial haa taken the 
greatest interest. It has been carefully 
studied by nun of all countries and all 
races, and in every stage of civilization. 
Its changes were generally attributed to 
causes for the most part mysterious and 
deeply hidden. The moon has always been 
supposed to have a great influenco over it. 
But, generally speaking, it has been ad- 
mitted that, to effect changes in it, was be- 
yond the power of man. It is true that 
among some northern nations it was be- 
lieved that witches could in some way con- 
trol the winds, and rain-making is part of 
tho sorcery of the medicine men of savage 
tribes. Among civilized men, however, 
science has given up the weather for a bad 
job. The wind bloweth where it listeth now, 
as it did two thousand years ago, and rain 
does not always come when it is prayed 
for. There are rainless deserts in many 
parts of the earth: and no man, not even 
tho wisest, can tell when or where the 
drought is to come. 

In these latter days, however, a man has 
arisen who claims to be able to make the 
rain fall on the dry places as often and as 
plentifully as he pleases. Ho declares that 
in rainless regions he can make the rain fall 
in such abundance aa to cause lakes to be 
formed where there is nothing now but bare 
rock or thirsty sand. 

The name of this modern worker of won- 
ders is Frank Melbourne, lie does not use 
prayers, or spells, or any form of the "black 
art, " to bring the rain. Hia process is a 
purely scientific one. By projecting cer- 
tain chemical substances into the atmos- 
phere he, as ho asserts, can change 
it in such a way that it must 
discharge tho moisture it contains on 
the earth in the form of rain. He uses a 
machine of his own invention, which he 
keeps carefully out of sight ; and, of course, 
tho composition of his rain-making mixture 
is a secret known only to himself. He is 
willing, however, to part with this secret 
for one million dollars. If his mixture pos- 
sesses the virtues which he claims for it, it 
would be cheap at ten or, indeed, one hun- 
dred times that sum. In fact, the precious 
secret is literally invaluable. 

He asseits that bo baa produced rain 
with his apparatus in Australia, where the 
idea of rain-making occurred to him, and 
where he thought out and perfected his ex- 
traordinary invention. It strikes us, and 
we dare say it will strike others, that the 
Australians must be a dreadfully sceptical 
people, as well as a phenomenally foolish 
one, to have permitted Melbourne to leave 
their country with his wonderful invention. 
A machine that can produce rain when it is 
needed would convert Australia into an 
earthly paradise. The great drawback to 
the prosperity of the inhabitants of that 
continent is the droughts to which it is sub- 
act. Let the fear of droughts be taken 
way, and the lot of the Australian farmer 
and herdsman and sheep-raiser would be 
one of unalloyed happiness. Vet they had 
Melbourne, " t he rain king," among them, 
and they permitted him to leave their 
country. They must, indeed, be a faithless 
generation. 

This worker of wonders is 
near ourselves. He ia iu 
of Ohio. Why have not 
fornians sent for him, and 
give him his million twice told. With 
a proper number of rain-making machines 
in full blast there would be no arid lands 
in California, and, lor the matter of that, 
anywhere else. British Columbia might 
receive great benefit from Melbourne's in- 
vention. If it were in use in parts of this 
province there would be no more talk of 
boring artesian wells, and the cattle and 
other stock would not bo at limes suffer- 
ing for want of grass ill some of 
its most fertile districts. Why does 
not some government or some association of 
philanthropists give Frank Melbourne the 
million he asks ! Are they going to allow 
the world to suffer and millions upon mil- 
lions of acres of good land to remain unpro- 
ductive for tho want of a paltry million of 
dollars?

"Electric railways have come to stay, and 
are fast superseding all others on the streets 
of eastern cities." 

So says Hon. 1). VV. Higgins, president 
af the National Electric Tramway and 
Lighting Company, who completed his tour 
of the Middle and Eastern States' cities, 
last evening. Dining hia trip he visited 
Denver, St. Louis, Kansas City, Chicago, 
Toronto, Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, and many other thriving centres 
of populai ion. In a number of cities, the 
cable lines are being abandoned and re- 
placed by electric systems ; horses and 
mules are no longer anywhere. In few 
places are the road beds in better condition 
than at home; on New York's famous 
Broadway, the track is rougher than on 
any portion of road operated Ivy the Vic- 
toria company. All other considerations 
are giving way to rapid transit in eastern 
cities, and in many the streets have become 
a gridiron of tram tracks. In Cleveland, 
where the electric system has reached its 
highest development, the cars run ev 
half minute, and each of the public part 
entered from every side. 

Little improvement has been made on the 
general system adopted by the company 
here ; for the present, wires are indispens 
able to a satisfactory service. The storage 
battery has been tried, but is as yet found 
wanting. The Fourth avenue curs, which 
were equipped with storage batteries, now 
lie neglected in a corner of the yard, and 
the children of the neighborhood make their 
play-houses in them. The batteries prov 
too heavy to be carried, and t lie cars could 
never be run more than four hours, without 
plates buckling, and any number of compli 
cations arising. Since Mr. Higgins wus 
East last, some two years ago, tremendous 
advances in electrical development have 
been recorded, and now every factory in 
the land is blocked with orders for supplies 
coming from every corner of tho continent. 

Never content unless constantly iniprov 
ing tne efficiency of their lines, the com- 
pany, of which Mr. Higgins is head, now 
have on the way the rails for the extension 
to Beacon Hill, the Driving Park, Tolmie 
Avenue, and for double tracking Govern 
ment street. Five new cars are also en 
route, west, three of which are large Palace 
coaches of great speed, and the acme of 
comfort. Two Philadelphia cars are among 
the new beauties, Which require but to be 
seen to ho appreciated. Tho company in 
introducing, shortly, the Edison and

Westinghouse systems, which will be oper 
ated in addition to the Thomson-Houston, 
Six thousand new lights are also to be added 
to the capacity of the illuminating depart 
ment. Other improvements and additions 
to the plant and line equipment are also 
contemplated, particulars of which may be 
looked for after the next meeting of tho 
directorate. 

During his travels Mr. Higgins visited 
Johnstown, Pa., whose destruction 
by flood, a few years ogo, appalled tho 
world. The "scars" of the great disaster 
have long since been obliterated, and the 
Johnstown of to-day is more bustling, moro 
business like, and more prosperous than the 
old city. The little stream flows peacefully 
through the Connemough valley, and no one 
would think, to look at its quiet waters, 
how terrible they have been. In a special 
graveyard, not far from the city, there are 
1,200 unmarked graves, to silently tell the 
story of the catastrophe of June, 1889. 
Since the flood tho city has witnessed a 
large influx of population, .'30,000 now mak- 
ing it their home ; while 25,000 lived there 
in 18S9. It is an iron and steel town, and a 
prosperous one, and one commanding atteiv 
tion in the commercial circles of America, 
where such a thing as sentiment is little 
thought of in connection with Johnstown, 
Pa.

News was received hero yes- 
terday per the steamer Lakme, which 
reached Port Townsend, Monday, that the 
Ethel was seized by an American revenue 
cutter on July 27th 18 miles north-east of 
St. Paul's Island. The weather was very 
foggy at the time, and 15 minutes after 
notification t ho cutler hove down on the 
schooner and seized her. The cause was 
the innocent fir ing of one of the hunter's 
guns. The cook had thrown overboard a 
pickle bottle, and a hunter fired five shots 
at it. The cutter, thinking that the vessel 
had attempted to seal after notification, 
seized her and towed her into Unaluska on 
July 31st. From there she was taken to 
Sitka. She had, when seized, .'182 sealskins, 
200 pounds of whale bone and two sea 
otter skins. The news of their seizure was 
sent by mail to First Officer Langley of the 
Princess Louise, by Mr. A. Fillmore, one of 
her owners.

The Illustrious New Englauii Poet 
Sleeps His Lust Sleep— His 
Brilliant Career. 



Poet, Litterateur, Friend of the Negro 
and Diplomatist— One of the 
famous Quintette of Singers. 



Boston, Aug. 12. — James Russell Lowell, 
died at 2:10 a.m. at his home at Elmwood, 
Cambridge. He had been unconscious for 
some days. A complication of diseases, 
particularly affecting the liver and kidnoys, 
was tho eauso of his death. In their range 
of influence on two continents, Lho United 
States have produced no coterie of literary 
brethren who nourished in personal fellow- 
ship and labored side by side, like Emer- 
son, Longfellow, Whitticr, Lowell and 
Holmes. All of them wore marked with a 
keen national spirit, and all were active 
partakers in the battle for human liberty 
which closed in civil war. The personal 
friendship which bound this quintette was 
one of the most beautiful things in the 
entire range of literature 

Lowell was admitted to the bar in 1840, 
but his practice consisted in writing a 
humorous essay untitled " My First Client,'' 
and the wits used to say it was his last, lie 
had no taste for the bar. Born in Cam- 
bridge in 1S19, ho graduated at Harvard 
in 18.')8, and at once bloomed out as 
a poet. His first effort that caught the 
public, was a poem holding up to humorous 
criticism the philosophy of Emerson and 
the abolitionists. His first wife, Maria 
White, won him over to a warm espousal of 
the anti-slavery cause, and some of the 
sturdiest blows struck in that warfare came 
from his pen. The article that gave him a 
national reputation, the " Higlow Papers," 
appeared in verso in the Boston Courier. In 
wit, scholarship, and penetrating knowledge 
of human nature, it lit once took the high 
runk which it bus ever since held. These 
poems in the Yankee dialect, loaded with 
quaint and pungent reflections on politics 
and policies of the day, were on everybody's 
tongue. His defence of abolition made it 
respectable to belong to that party. The book 
had a tremendous iutluence in shaping the 
destinies of the abolition cause. From that 
period to the opening of the civil war he 
varied his strictly literary efforts with con 
tribulions to the aoti-slavory cause, stand 
ing shoulder to shoulder with Phillips, Gar 
rison nnd Whittier in attacks on the entire 
system of human bondage, though never go- 
ing to such extreme lengths as the bellicose 
orators of that day. 

In 188"), when Longfellow resigned, Mr. 
Lowell succeeded him as professor of modern 
languages and belles letters in Harvard. 
"Among My Books" mid "My Study 
"Windows'' are the prose monuments of his 
genius, while "A Vision of Sir Launfal," 
"The Biglow Papers' "Under the Wil- 
lows," anil a great number of verses in two 
volumes compose his poetic remains. He 
did an immense amount of shorter criticism, 
wrote numerous odes for state occasions and 
memorable events on two hemispheres, and 
contributed many articles to tho magazines 
on scholarly and current topics of the day. 

In 1877 President Hayes tendered Mr. 
Lowell the mission to Spain, and he was, in 
1880, transferred to the court of St. James, 
where ho remained until superseded by 
Minister Phelps under Cleveland. His life 
at Madrid was congenial, and his life at 
London found him a center of cultured 
society, where he was courted by all the 
leaders of intellect. In 1885 he lost his 
second wife, nnd since then his public 
appearances were limited. He revisited 
England in 1S87, and received the highest 
honors that could be paid to a private 
citizen, and was elected rector of the great 
University of St. Andrews.

Surprise lo German (irnln Dealers. 

Berlin, Aug. 12. — The ukase foi bidding 
the export from Russia of rye nnd rye meal 
of every kind, which was published in the 
official journal at St. Petersburg, yesterday, 
created nn enormous sensation in this city. 
The ukase came as a complete surprise to 
the dealers in grain here. There was some 
difference in the dispatches in regard to the 
date on which the prohibition is to go into 
effect. Several of the curly dispatches yes- 
terday stated that the nkaso would take 
effect immediately, whi'c later telegrams 
announce that it would not be en- 
forced until August 27th. This afford- 
ed crent relief. The influence 
of this action on the part of the Russian 
Government was immediately felt on the 
Bourse here. The effect was generally to 
depress prices, although values did not fall 
as low as it was expected they would, as 
many of the leading bankers received secret 
advices as to the probablo promulgation of 
the decree. One effect of tho ukase has 
been to raise the price of rye almost to the 
price of wheat. Chancellor Von Cuprivi is 
deaf to all appeals made to him to remove 
the grain duties. 

Itellot for nisi reused Russians. 

St. PetEKSIIURO, Aug. 12. — Freight rates 
lo the distressed provinces have been coin- 
pulsorily reduced. The Minister of the In- 
terior is authorized to adopt any steps he 
may deem expedient to facilitate the trans- 
portation of firewood from crown lands, to 
be given free to the needy inhabitants ; 15,- 
000,000 roubles will be devoted to extensive 
relief works and roads, and a similar amount 
is granted for the purchase of grain, both 
for food and for sowing purposes.

Wholesale Mi;r<!< i s In Austria. 

VIENNA, Aug. II. — A series of horrible 
crimes has just been unearthed in this city. 
A couple numed Francisco und Rosalie 
Schneiders, living in an isolated house in 
one of the suburbs, were in the habit of de- 
coying servants to the plaoe by means of an 
advertisement offering them a situation in 
the country. Having got their victims in 
the house they murdered and robbed them, 
burying their bodies in the cellar. Police 
were put on the look-out by a servant who 
had been assaulted by the Schneiders, but 
had been fortunate enough to escape alive. 
Investigation followed and seven bodies 
were found buried under the house occupied 
by the murderers. The criminals are under 
arrest. The ubivo series of crimes and 
their mode of commission recalls the details 
of crimes committed by the Mannings, man 
and wife, in England, some years ago, and 
for which they were hanged. Incidentally 
it may be mentioned that, Mrs. Manning 
having been hanged in a black dress, black 
gowns subsequently went out of fashion in 
England. 

Colonics or I lie Jews. 

London, Aug. 11. — The chief lieutenant 
of Baron Hirsch in carrying out the latter's 
well-known pluns for amelioration of the 
condition of Russian Jews, says: "It is 
prob;ible that colonies will be formed in 
Argentine, Brazil, Australia and Canada." 

Tlie "Thuuderer" Talks. 

Loxdon, Aug. 11. — Tho Times, comment- 
ing on the falling off of exports to the 
United States, says that tho McKinley law 
has been a sovero blow to some branches 
of trade, but the chief sufferer will lie 
the country which is so unwise as to estab- 
lish it. 

An Example lo Ills Subjects. 

St. Pktkrsbuimj, Aug 11. — The czar has 
ctused it to bo notified to the Princess 
(Jouneffesky, the morganatic widow of the 
late czar Alexander II, that she must not 
visit the imperial family on terms of inti- 
macy, and that her peculiar relationship 
cannot bo recognised at court. The czur 
himself lias no morganatic wife, and is D 
devoted husband to tho empress. He does 
not like to have the evidence of his father's 
loose morals thrust too plainly before 
him Women who were favorites of the 
lute czar hove found themselves hardly 
more than tolerated by tho present ruler. 
So far as his household is concerned the 
autocrat sets an excellent example.

3. Notwithstanding the next, but one preced- 
ing Rule, and unless otherwise ordered in any 
case by the Court or a Judge, any trial may

the commencement of vacation, or the making 
before vacation of an order for trial, ihe Court 
■or a Judge, in granting such further time, may 
impose upon the party applying for such fur- 
ther time the condition of going to trial dining 
vacation, find thereupon such trial may pro- 
ceed during vacation. 

4. Nothing in these Rules shall interfere 
with applications for judgments under Rule 75 
of tho " Supreme Court Rules, 1880," nor with 
tho assessment of damages in eases of judg- 
ment by default. 

5. Nothing in theso Rules shall interfere 
with the pending sittings of tho Full Court, 
nor with tho right of appeal to the Divisional 
Court from any interlocutory order, or the re- 
fusal of anj' interlocutory order.

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RIOTS IN CHINA. 



Catholic Churches Destroyed — The 
Militia Ordered Out for the Pro- 
tection of Property. 



French and British Ministers Claim- 
ing Indemnity for the Losses 
Caused by the Rioters. 



San Francisco, Aug. 11. — The steamship 
Oceanic arrived this evening from Hongkong 
and Yokohuma, Advices from Hongkong 
up to .July 15th state that tire of discontent 
h still smouldering in North China, and 
occasional riots are reported. Mission 
stations, near Canton, are said to huve been 
a'.tacked, but no particulars have been 
received. Two of the VVasuch rioters on 
trial voluntarily confessed that they mur- 
dered two foreigners, Green and Argent, 
during the Wnsuch riots. The two prison- 
ers were accordingly sent back to the Kuung 
Chi district, and executed July . r )th. Their 
heads are hung up at Wusuch as a warning 
to other evil-doers. A correspondent at 
Tientsen writes under date of June 29th 
that nil is quiet there and no trouble is 
anticipated. Comparative (juiet seems to 
have boon restored in the Ynng-tse valley, 
and several foreign gunboats have left for 
other stations. 

A correspondent at Tsing-Kiang, under 
date of .lime 27th, writes that the viceroy 
wrote to the officials here that the residences 
of foreigners should be searched, to see if 
they had any babies or dead peoples bones 
about. The preBbyterian mission was 
searched by officials, while a crowd of 
excited natives waited outside. The mob 
broke into the Catholic mission, but were 
put out by the occupants, Mr. Chalfaut 
bedding the rioters at bay with a revolver. 
The authorities finally sent the militia to 
the scene, and the soldiers guarded the 
missions all night. 

On July -lib news came by telegraph 
from the southern part of the province of 
serious rioting. In this section Catholics 
have large property interests, many line 
churches and a large orphanage. Several 
of these have been destroyed by the mob. 
At Fuchcw-Fu tho rioters wrecked an out- 
house, entered a church and the priest's 
house and sacked everything, but did not 
burn the buildings. The amount of damage 
done is not known, but it is learned that 
the orphanage was not touched. Soldiers 
have been ordered out, and patrol the 
streets at night, guarding Romanist pro- 
perty. The town is now left without a 
gunboat and a feeling of uneasiness pre- 
vails. 

A telegram from Tien-tsin states that the 
French and Itritish ministers in China have 
opened negot iations with Tsug Yi Yamen in 
regard to the claim for indemnity on ac- 
count of the recent riots. The sum claimed 
is 6,500,000 taels. 



NEWS FROM THE CHILIAN WAR. 

Unimportant skirmishes— Tbs Insurgents Get 
Arms— Patrick Egan'a Letter. 

Panama, Aug. 11.— Late Chili mails from 
the south coast bring little news of inter- 
est. There has been slight fighting on 
land, which, in one place, resulted in tho 
Congressional forces capturing a colonel, 
and, on the other hand, their forces wore 
driven out of Vallcnar, and that town re- 
captured for Balmaceda. 

A dispatch from Iquique says : The C 
gressional steam transport, Maise, brought 
a large supply of munitions of war, i 
eluding seventy live Krupp guns, of dill't 
cnt calibre, and 12,000 magazine rille-s wi 
a plentiful supply of ammunition. It is not 
known where they were embarked. El 
Naeh, the Congressional organ, euine out 
recently with a scathing article against the 
United Suites Minister, Egan, who, in a 
letter addressed to tho Iquique junta, ex- 
pressed the opinion that it is impossible for 
them to overthrow Balmaceda. This inci- 
dent, along with the Itata business, has 
caused a Litter feeling against the United 
States. 

London, Aug. 11. — Cable dispatches from 
a Balmacedan source in Santiago do Chili, 
received here, deny the reports that light- 
ing had taken place between tho govern- 
ment troops and insurgent forces at Valpar- 
aiso and Coquimbo, on August .'1. Accord- 
ing to these dispatches the government tor- 
pedo boat, Atlmiralte Condell, attacked 
the congressional party's cruiser, Esmeralda, 
and a number of transports at Caldera. A 
number of torpedoes were discharged from 
the Admiralto Condell, but as the uttaek 
was made at night, and as it was very dark, 
the result is not known. None of tho ves- 
sels have since been seen near the provinces 
held by President Balmaceda. The dis- 
patches further relate that reports as to the 
relations between Chili and Bolivia, grow- 
ing out of the hitter's recognition of the in- 
surgents as belligerents is untrue, and that 
the stories of cruel punishments inflicted by 
the government are pure inventions. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 11.— An Iquiquo corres- 
pondent has bcin over the whole congress- 
ional field within the last few days, and is 
astonished at the great change for the bet- 
ter which has taken place in the 
condition of the insurgent party. From all 
that he has teen and heard, he is led 
to the confident belief that in their expedi- 
tion to the South the congressional forces 
will meet with biicoees, and prove victorious 
over the forces of Balmaceda. Every indi- 
cation points that way. The army is ad- 
mirably drilled, and in some way or other, 
the seizure of the Itata notwithstanding, 
has been armed fully. The insurgent ranks 
are swelled by lorge accessions of volunteers 
from the mining districts of Antofagasta 
and Caldera. The utmost unanimity pre- 
vail'! among the leaders of the congressional 
party. Balmaceda's issue of notes for 1801, 
is refused at all northern ports held by the 
junta. Much feeling is expressed here over 
the diday in the case of the Itata. It is 
thought that the matter should have been 
settled long ago and the Itata released. 
Unless Balmaceda gela his two new cruisers 
soon, his foe will, unless all appearances are 
deceptive, gain a substantial advantage 
over him. There is no doubt that there are 
many unwilling soldiers in Balmaceda's 
ranks — men forced to servo against their 
wills. Many of then) at heart are in sym- 
pathy with the insurgent cause, und it will 
not take much to put them to Might. 



after he had made his rudder ropes-fast and 
otherwise prepared his boat to care for her- 
self. He was suddenly awakened by a 
grinding noise, und upon investigation 
found a shark nibbing against the boat.

Eire Engino House and tho Tiger Flro Engine 
Houso, both situato in tho city of Victoria, 
aro situate in too oloso proximity to each other 
for tho host protection from Ore of the Bald city:

A BY-LAW 

Granting the Right and Privilege of Erect- 
ing, Constructing, Maintaining, and 
Operating a District Telegraph System 
in the City of Victoria, Province of 
British Columbia, to the Undermen- 
tioned Persons and their Assigns. 

13k it Enacted by the Mayor anil Council of 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria, as fol- 
lows 

1. That Benjamin Springer. James Van Bra- 
mer, and Jonathan Miller, of Vancouver, Pro- 
vince of British Columbia, and J. Sinclair 
Blackett, of Victoria, Province of British Co- 
lumbia, and their assigns (hereinafter called 
tho Grantees) be and they are hereby granted 
for tlio perioil of Fifty Years the right and 
privilege of erecting, constructing, and main- 
taining and operating, and using in, along, and 
over, and under any and all the streets of the 
City of Victoria, what is known as ibo District 
Telegraph System. 

2. The said Grantees shall have the right to, 
and shall erect the poles and stretch the wires 
of their said Telegraph System so as not to in- 
terfere but as little as possible with the free 
and unobstructed use of tho streets for travel, 
and shall erect the poles of their telegraphs at 
sueh points in the streets, and place thowlrea 
of their telegraph at such points and at such 
heights as shall be designated by tho Street 
Committee of tho said City.

fore it was so brokon up, dug, or disturbed, 
and sliall removo from the street all surplus 
sand, earth, rubbish, or other material caused 
thereby, and in doing such work shall do the 
same to the comploto satisfaction of the City 
Surveyor. 

I. That whenever any person nr persons. 
Company or Corporation, shul! havo obtained 
permission of the Corporation to removo any 
building, structure or cditlco through any 
street or streets of the said Ciiy of Victoria 
with which the lines or wires of the Grantees 
shall in nny manner interfere, the said Grant- 
ees or their assigns shall, upon twenty-four 
hours' notice from such person or persons.

fastened, the said grantees shall, upon receiving
